I read with interest your editorial, 
"Motor Voters", in the January 18, 
1972 issue. 

In the second paragraph from the end 
you state — ''Most of the off-road 
license fee will be handed to the 
California State Park and Recreation 
Department with the stipulation that 
the money be. spent solely on 
motorcycle recreation". Y ou are correct 
that this fund that sets up the 


identification plate provision effective 
July 1, 1972, and establishes the $15 
biennial fee, is a special fund to be used 





for the purpose of establishing areas and 
trails for off-highway vehicles. I must 
strongly correct the use of the words 
"solely on motorcycle recreation" — 
because that by itself is not true. This 
bill, that is now law, deals with all 
off-highway vehicles that will be used 
on public lands and would include 
go-carts, minibikes, dune buggies, 
4-wheel drive vehicles and ATV’s. 

Our projections indicate that the bulk 
of the money will come from the 
motorcyclists and, therefore, the 
majority of the projects will be designed 
for motorcycle use, but it will not be 
solely for motorcycle use. We accepted 
the responsibility under this legislation 
to develop special areas and trails for 
off-highway vehicle use to be funded 
out of this identification plate fee. 

As I mentioned to you several times 
in person, we do intend to fully 
cooperate with the motorcycle industry 
in working together in the establishment 
and operation of these new off-highway 
facilities. 

The user fee concept has been very 
successful for the boaters and we feel 
that the motorcyclists and other 
off-highway vehicle users will also, in 
time, find that the user fee concept for 
the establishment of special areas and 
trails to be the only way to insure the 
future of a great recreational activity.

TO THE AMA 

In recent weeks I have been reading 
about many claims to new motorcycle 
jumping records and, in my opinion, the 
whole thing is getting rather ridiculous. 
I wish to make some suggestions in the 
hopes that possibly the AMA can get 
into the picture and eliminate many of 
these false claims. As you realize, an 
AMA official certified my jump at San 
Jose on October 31, 1971, as being 144 
feet from take-off point to touch down. 
My recent jump at the Cow Palace, 
while not certified by an AMA official, 
is being certified by three reputable and 
impartial witnesses familiar to District 
36 officials. 

By setting specific standards for 
determining the success and/or the 
distance of a ramp-to-ramp jump, I feel 
the general public would be getting a 
true picture of what is involved in 
accomplishing these feats. False claims 
by promoters of world records being 
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reprinted for the general public to see, 
simply distracts from the 
accomplishments of performers such as 
Evel Knievel and myself. The following 
suggestions, even though they vary 
somewhat from my past 
accomplishments, are being made to 
prevent the sport of motorcycle 
jumping from being reduced to the 
credibility level of, for instance, 
wrestling and roller derby. 

I would appreciate hearing from the 
AMA as to the following suggestions: 

1. Distances of jumps to be 
determined by the measured distance 
between the highest points of both 
take-off and landing ramps by a 
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representative of the AMA for 
certification. Obviously, this distance 
must be successfully cleared. 

2. Jumps where the rider falls upon 
landing should not be considered 
successful. (There are cases where, due 
to either damage to the motorcycle or 
stopping space is limited, the rider must 
lay down the motorcycle or “throw it 
away’ but, so long as he has control, the 
jump should be counted.) 

3. Landing upon a ‘safety ramp’ or 
other device to protect the rider in the 
event of a short jump, obviously should 
disqualify the jump since the rider fell 
short of the specified distance. 

4. Photographs, which include both 
ramps and the rider at some stage of his 
jump, should be available to 
substantiate any new claims of jumping 
records. 

5. A minimum height for take-off 
ramps should be established. I suggest 
that this distance be approximately six 
feet to six feet, six inches to clear the 
roof of the average van, used by both 
Evel Knievel and myself, just ahead of 
the landing ramp. 

I most sincerely hope that the AMA 
will decide to enter into'this new field 
so the air can be cleared, or at least 
publicly endorse these guidelines. The 
sport of motorcycling hardly needs false 
claims of new records to confuse the 
general public.

Sports Committee’s proposal to the AMA for an ISDT site. With greatest respect for 
my fellow journalist, I submit that Ron is about as wet as the water he describes at 
great length in his report. Having provided him the District’s duplicate of the package 
sent to the AMA and sanctioned his doing a brief (?) story for Cycle News, I accept 
the blame for it happening. Schneiders is a good fellow, but his commentary on ISDT 
matters must be weighed against his experience; he’s never been to one. American 
team participation is now in its ninth year. I've been involved in eight and am 
learning a lot each time I go. As to the Las Vegas location, it’s an idea I’ve talked up 
in Europe since 1965 and there has been enthusiastic response to such a plan in every 


Six Days group. 


Jack (not Larry) Hurley and I were a preliminary study group to determine the 
feasibility of the region. It had the housing, met needs for course varieties and 
distances — what we need checked was the receptiveness of the community to such an 
event. It was outstanding! On every hand we met with enthusiasm and complete 
cooperation. At this point we scarcely wished to put a damper on the momentum 
generated by civic officials and businessmen, thus certain of their show of avor to the 
idea is a bit carried away — such as selection of optimum dates to suit their 
schedules. The ISDT of 1973 will probably be in late September-early October if it is 
in Las Vegas, due to the deadline imposed by the FIM who have their annual meeting 
in mid-October and require that the Six Days precede that conclave. 

A great part of the ISDT‘ as with the Olympic Games, is the pageantry preceding 
and following the event. As such, a demonstration by the USAF “Thunderbirds” (no, 
not the Navy’s “Blue Angels”) could well be a stirring bit of showmanship, as 
suggested by Mayor Gragson of Las Vegas. Who knows, we might even get our 
American team dressed neatly for the ceremonies; more than we managed last year in 


the Isle of Man. That won't happen again!!! 


The courses published within your paper should have been kept more confidential, 
just in case they would be used. Actually, these are only general to indicate that such 
ground does exist to the needs for 1000-1200 miles used in sixt days. Although no 
restrictions were placed on Schneiders, it seems that some thought should have been 
given to divulgence of information of so particular a nature at this early date. 

The area about Las Vegas does encompass nearly every kind of terrain — perhaps 


even "lemon meringue (sic) pie" — 


and at least one section which has snow nine 


months of the year, thus Ron might well find ice cream before pastry. None of the 
ISDT's I have attended have had much snow, either, so let's not establish it as a 


criteria. 


Lastly, I stick by my guns in stating that of the areas under consideration, 
Southern California provides “the greatest aggregate of ISDT experience.” While I do 
not challenge the talent of the Penton family’s “Amherst Meadowlarks” club, from 
Ohio, I hasten to remind everyone that more ISDT riders for more years have come 
from the local area than any other, and these men provide the know-how to STAGE 
the event based on their experience. This includes not only competitors, but 
journalists, industry personnel, and enthusiast-spectators. 

I hope Ron will get involved in the ISDT through this year's qualifying and 
preliminary events. Perhaps he'll catch the enthusiasm that has engulfed those who 
come in contact with it and journey to Czechoslovakia in September to see the “Big 
Show." As such, he'll be another westerner with usable talents to help come 1973 — 
and we're not turning down knowledgeable help. 

Does Las Vegas have a chance at the Six Days, allowing for help from neighboring 
Southern California??? I think so. The other prime areas under consideration now are 
Oregon, Virgina, Tennessee, Texas and Kentucky — none of which has (to the best of 
my knowledge) ever had a rider in the ISDT. That should count for something. 











Every once in a while the government 
of the land becomes aware of something 
that the people knew all along. What 
follows is a great outpouring of words, 
printed and verbal, many tiring speech 
sessions at which little is accomplished 
and the spending of an amount of 
money which is proportional to the 
government's original ignorance of the 
problem. Recently the government 
discovered Trails. 

'The need for trails is obvious. If you 
were purchasing an automobile and 
asked the dealer to guarantee in writing 
that you'd have a place to drive it in 
two years, he might think you were 
crazy, but he'd laugh and write you a 
guarantee. Afterall, what's going to 

. happen to all those freeways and 
streets? Ask the motorcycle dealer for 
the same sort of guarantee on trails for 
your new trailbike and you'd see Steady 
Ed become Stutterin' Stan instantly. 
There are plenty of dealers around who 
could not direct their customers to one 
honest-to-gosh trail right now, let along 
guarantee that there would be trails two 
years from now. It would seem that we 
now have enough numbers and enough 
money to insure the survival of our 
sport, but the force of the ecology and 
its eventual direction are unknown and 
we could be wiped out en masse in a 
single fascistic stroke of the pen. 

But we aren't alone, either in our 
uncertain future or in our need. 
Horsemen, snowmobilers,  bicyclers, 
skiers and several other varieties of 
sportsmen also need trails. And if it 
helps any, at least one group faces an 
even more hazardous future than we do. 
The snowmobilers are at the very 
bottom of the ecological hate list. 

When the government discovered 
Trails, its minions saw an opportunity 
to “Do Something” that was vaguely in 
line with their constituant’s demands 


for ecological improvement of the 
environment. Moreover, the 
“Something” would apparently not 


require the alienation of a single big 
businessman. It wasn’t one of those 
messy chores like getting rid of an oil 
company that was polluting a thousand 
miles of waterfront. Supporting trails 
was an easy as coming out for 
Motherhood. 

Then came the rude discovery that all 
trail users are not considered equal in 
the eyes of all other trial users. Some 
trail users thought that other trail users 
were as much a detriment to the 
environment as an off-shore oil 
company. Obviously building trails for

Whatever we've all had to say about 
the AMA in the past, you have to admit 
things are happening fast. Latest is the 
resignation of District 37's President, 
Mike Hinshaw to become the Manager 
of the AMA's Region Number Three. 

Sorry as we'll be to lose Mike as our 
leader, I can't think of anyone better 
suited for the position. When Mike first 
came into the runnings of the District as 
Vice President he was always right in 
there although a V-P usually doesn't 
have too much to do. He “seasoned” 
that first year and President Ron Sloan 
allowed him to conduct a meeting or 
two to get the feel of things. Although a 
"desert hound" Mike came out to 
several of our scrambles to see what our 
problems were and was instrumental in 
getting the scrambles check list out. 

Now Pl wave a flag for him at the 
risk of incurring his “why did you have 
to do that for!" But whenever you are 
involved in district politics there is 
infighting and back biting that goes on 
and you can easily make enemies, but 
Mike has sailed through seemingly 
unscathed. The AMA made a good 
choice in him. 

Well, I stayed out of the Werner 
Schutz controversy but since it still gets 
discussed at the office when I deliver 
my column and my publisher made 
mention of it again last week, I guess I 
may as well ad my pen'orth. 

Now as far as I understand, your FIM 
license stands for a year so if you are a 
Norwegian and come here two weeks 
after you receive that license you are 
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the wrong kind of trail user would never 
do. Since they really knew almost 
nothing about the problem (the federal 
government probably hasn’t built 100 
miles of trail in the entire country in the 
last 200 years) they decided to hold a 
symposium to study the problem. 

Webster defines a symposium as 
“an entertainment characterized by 
drinking, music, and intellectual 
discussion.” The word comes from 
ancient Greece. 

The first trail Symposium was held in 
Washington and lots and lots of people 
were invited to attend. The occasion 
was the dedication of 27 new trails 
around the country. Before you clap 
you should know that none of these 
trails was more than 30 miles long. Most 
were less than three miles long and 
several were measured in feet! Only one 
permits motorcycle use. And on top of 
that, most of them did not involve any 
original construction: A trail already in 
use was simply “legalized.” Although 
certainly no effort should be belittled: 
for a country with millions of miles of 
highway and turnpike, this was a 
spartan effort. 

Following the dedication were three 
days of speeches by people representing 
every aspect of every type of trail. Most 
of the speakers and people had little in 
common with one another. Most of the 
talks dealt with situations that were 
local in nature with limited applicability 
elsewhere. In reading the proceedings 
one has the feeling that the prime 
purpose of many of the speakers was to 
make sure their names and organizations 
wére on record in case federal funds 
started flowing. 

Five people in that National 
Symposium talked on the Subject of 
Off-Road vehicles. Let's consider each 
of them for a moment. The Chairman of 
that Section was George Fogg, 
Chairman of the State Parks, Pa. He 
started his talk by admitting that 
Pennsylvania has been forced to 
recognize off-road vehicles. Then he 
documented a brochure published by 
his bureau about snowmobiles. He went 
on to say that, surprisingly, the 
snowmobiles had caused practically no 
problems. In spite of that, they were 
working to get several bills passed which 
would tax the snowmobiles, regulate 
them, enforce the regulations and place 
all the revenues from such activities in 
the general fund. Snowmobilers in 
Pennsylvania, you’ve been had. Fogg 
then turned his attention to off-road 
vehicles. Speaking of trails in the State

Park system, he said, “...However, it is 
unlikely that many parks will have areas 
which can be set aside for this type of 
activity. One direction that is being 
considered in Pennsylvania is to find 
areas within each major population 
complex in the state where regional 
**mechanical"" parks could be 
established. These parks would be a 
haven where all those who enjoy 
snowmobiles, jeeps, minibikes, trail 
bikes, motorcycles tote goats, ATV’s, 
etc., could come and enjoy themselves. 
These "mechanical" or “Noise Park” 
areas could also be considered for power 
boating, remote control model airplane 
flying, power rockets and other noise 
producing..." 

How's that grab you, Pennsylvania 
citizens? He doesn't have a feeding 
schedule, but that's all that's missing. 

Next to speak was Robert Lee 
Behme, vehicles editor of Field and 
Stream Magazine. Mr. Behme had an 
interesting and well-thought-out speech, 
emphasizing some practical 
considerations such as “Retain Land 
Now Open”, “Various vehicles have 
various requirements” and “The best 
regulations control least." Everything he 
said made sense, although there was 
little that was creative or original. Nor 
was anything offered in the way of 
program. One wonders however, why 
the editor of a hunting and fishing 
magazine was chosen to represent 
off-road vehicles. There are over 30 
motorcycle publications and some of 
them have exceptional talent on their 
staff. Why choose a man from an 
essentially disinterested source? It is a 
credit to Mr. Behme that he was able to 
rise above the mediocrity of the 
selection committee. 

Floyd L. Newby, Bureau of Land 
Management: '"The answer is neither 
definitive nor immediate. Rather it will 
be complex, ambiguous, and time 
consuming; but it must come from a 
comprehensively conceived interaction 
among all segments of society." Etc. 

Robert N. Myers, Motorcycle 
Industry Council. Of the five people in 
the off-road vehicle section, Mr. Myers 
was the only one genuinely representing 
the people involved (us). Our 
billion-dollars-a-year industry and 
million or so enthusiasts were 
represented in the 125 page proceedings 
by Mr. Myers’ scant two-page speech. He 
started off his speech by thanking the 
promoters for allowing us a part in the 
Symposium. Mr. Myers outlined some 
of the things that the MIC has done in 


around 


still a Norwegian until that year is up. If 
you then decide to remain in America 
then your license will be issued by the 
AMA and should you go to Europe to 
ride a few, you will be listed as an 
American rider. So when Schutz came 
here he was a rider carrying a German 
license and as such should not have been 
in the National Support classes. 

The other races he entered are 
another breed of cat, and frankly, I 
think Frank Cooper was on the right 
track in trying to bring in some tougher 
competition. You are only as good as 
your competition and if you ride against 
the same guys weck after week who are 
all about as good as you are, how can 
you get any better? You've no way of 
gauging your progress. 

Lars Larsson got himself in the same 
sort of situation a few years back when 
our motocrosses here were run under 
almost any old rules. There was one 
time I heard folks complaining because 
Lars, who by then had taken up 
residency here and was riding as an 
American, was so entered by his 
sponsor, although his FIM Swedish 
license had yet to expire. (I believe 
Westlake was the occasion of that one.) 
Yet on the same day or it may have 
been another day — it happened a lot of 
races ago — when names were called, 
Lars, who was standing close by me, 
turned down his prize money. and said 
something like “Give it to the first 
American, I'm still Swedish." Now that, 
ladies and gentlemen, was cricket. 

Schutz's situation is a little different 
but it will all come out in the wash. As 
the 250 Support was not FIM 


sanctioned there will, no doubt, be 
some questions asked by  Schutz's 
German FIM governing body. 

I can't exactly say I stayed out of it 
though, I must admit, I whispered a bit 
in Karl "Papa" Wealey's ear about the 
AMA needing a seeing eye dog that 
wasn't a German Shepherd. But in this 
case I thought I'd stay out of another 
battle between Fatherland and 
Motherland! Still, I wouldn't want 
young Werner to go home feeling 
America is hostile to him. He got caught 
in something and I hope it doesn't sour 
him. We’re all immigrants here whether 
we came early or late and I’m a pretty 
recent one, Werner, so don’t take us too 
harshly. 

On the Wide World of Sports that 
showed the Carlsbad motocross there 
was also an International Ski event that 
the American team need to attend 
desperately for experience. The 
announcer even mentioned the AMX 
team and how the average motorcyclist 
donated small amounts to get our boys 
to Europe. Did my heart good and now 
I’m going to sound really nasty. 

Too bad the skiers can’t do the same. 
Maybe the playboy image of a skier 
with Porsche, $175 boots, layers of 
fancy duds, etc, can’t afford a bit to 
help their own because their image costs 
too much. There are many average 
skiers but let’s face it, it’s an “in” sport 
and we're not very “in” but we support 
our own. Remember when we 
continued to send two scramblers to the 
winter Olympics a few years back. 
Believe one got a medal too. We can be 
proud of ourselves!

the interests of trail riding and ecology 
and some of the things the MIC 
envisions. He also knocked some holes 
in some of the arguments our opponents 
have put up. A good workmanlike talk, 
but lacking a feet-on-the-ground, no 
nonsense program for promoting trails. 

Bill Reavley, Director Field Services, 
National Wildlife Federation. As you 
might expect, Mr. Reavely was not on 
our side. His organization passed a 
resolution stating, '*..recommends that 
Federal State and Local land managing 
agencies adopt and strictly enforce 
regulations which zone governmental 
areas in manners so that all uses of 
multi-terrain vehicles will be restricted 
to suitable locations of trails which will 
result in the least possible impact on the 
environment or impairment to other 
legitimate uses of public properties." 
Parking lots, ball fields and abandoned 
air strips would fit this description, I 
think. These, then, were the people who 
addressed themselves to the problems 
confronting us. I didn't see much to be 
enthusiastic about. 

Since they felt that the National 
Symposium was such a tremendous 
success, they decided to have several 
regional symposiums. Virtually anyone 
could attend who paid a $6 registration 
fee. The $6 fee bought you a 
straight-back chair for the day and a 
mediocre lunch. Most of the speakers 
simply recapped the most interesting 
points of several speeches that were 
delivered in.the Washington meeting. 
Unappetizing speeches become. even 
more so when inelegantly regurgitated. 

Our side this time was represented by 
Mrs. Marjorie Gills. Mrs. Gills, a very 
pleasant lady in her late 30s, started her 
speech by saying that she was not going 
to defend motorcycles. Then she spent 
the next 30 minutes in an impassioned 
defense of motorcycles which she 
referred to as "our recreation." Her's 
was by far the best of the speeches that 
day, but that is faint praise. Mrs. Gills 
represents the “Citizens Council on 
Motorcycles," whatever that might be. 
Of one thing we may be fairly certain: 
The CCOM does not, at least as yet, 
represent as many motorcyclists as the 
AMA. Not, I would suspect, by a factor 
of 1000 times. One wonders, therefore, 
why Mrs. Gills, rather than some 
speaker from the AMA, is representing 
trail riding interests before this 
semi-official group. Considering how 
little was accomplished, however, it 
scarcely mattered who represented us. 

Recently our California off-road 
motorcycles became subject to a fairly 
heavy tax. (That’s what registration is, 
in case you didn’t know.) Some of that 
tax is ear-marked for trails and it’s going 
to amount to quite a lot of money. 
Whenever there is government money 
around, there will be people around to 
spend it in ways beneficial to 
themselves. It seems to me that either 
the AMA or the California Districts 
should get someone on the scene to 
represent us and to act as a watchdog 
over that money. Government agencies 
are much more adept at generating 
paper than trails, and bureaucrats would 
much rather hold meetings than work. 
Someone should see that we get at least 
a few trails for our money. 

A friend of mine has a term for things 
like these Symposiums. He calls them 
"Intellectual masturbatton." Talking as 
a substitute for doing. There are a dozen 
things that can be done by anyone who 
wants to actually do something. Every 
forest ranger I've talked to is short of 
money for trail and campground 
construction. Either money or physical 
labor would do worlds of good. One 
particular ranger that I know would like 
to have a three-mile trail built in the 
Angeles National Forest. It would link 
up about a 35 mile loop of trail. Any 
clubs want to volunteer? 

Several rangers that I’ve talked to 
would be quite interested in learning to 
ride a bike so they could see just what 
we need in the way of trails. They might 
experiment with them in fire control, 
too. How about a manufacturer who 
would lend or donate a scooter to each 
of the four districts in the Angeles 
Forest. I'll guarantee enough publicity 
to make it worthwhile. And how about 
the chance of a contract if the rangers 
discover that motorcycles are really 
useful for firefighting? 

If we get some bikes for the rangers,

He 
lost the lead of the 125 final on the first 
lap but kept charging to regain it and on 
the seventh lap allegedly knocked down 
the leader in the process. Boos from 
spectators expressed their protest as he 
crossed the finish line first. Officials 
declared George Karamaras the winner. 
Karamaras had been running a 
quarter-lap behind the dice for first. 

Other 250 Expert heat winners were

Crowd, Riders Brave Freezing Temperatures

RENO, NEV., Jan. 8, 1972 — This city’s 
latest short track provided an 
outstanding evening’s entertainment. In 
addition to having a relatively large 
number of entrants, particularly 
Experts, a much larger than normal 
crowd braved the freezing temperature 
to watch the excitement. 

Tom Baca captured a relatively easy 
win on his new Bultaco 125 Pursang in 
the 125 Novice Main. He rode fairly 
smooth, as one does with a new 
machine, but his Bultaco ponies kept 
him in front of Mr. Nic Guy, Andy 
Lamereaux, second. 

The 125 Junior event evinced some 
surprises. Monty Martin, who has been a 
consistent Novice winner all season, 
won his first Junior race rather handily. 
Rich MacMurray, the usual winner of 
this event, pressured hard throughout 
the race by cleanly wedging his wheel 
against Martin’s bike. 

Bill Lambert won the 200 Novice 
event by keeping some semblance of 
control. Bill, a fast rider, usually winds 
up running into walls, bales, etc. but 
tonight stayed on the track with Bruce 
Young hot on his trail. 

The 200 Junior/Expert Main was also 


surprising. The winner (no surprise) was 
Greg Habby of Nevada City who rode 


very simply smooth, fast, and 
consistent. The second place finisher 
was John “Legs” Munson. Munson 


showed his stuff in the heat race by 
doing a 360 degrees wheelie, putting 
Homer Hybarger and Jack Pine into the 
wall. This did not sway the Junior, 
however and in the Main he actually 
looked like the fast rider that he is. He 
is a good example of the difference twix 
a Junior and an Expert; speed with little 
control. 

Without a doubt, the best and most 
exciting event of the evening was the 
250 Expert Main. Local, and very much 
likable, Windy Foreman, after a layoff 
of several months, won the first heat 
and therefore the pole position. 
Although all his competitors were 
competent as Experts usually are, his 
biggest danger was Steve Pestoni.

ADELANTO, CAL., Jan. 30, 1972 — 
While you were sitting down in the L.A. 
basin suffering from a severe case of the 
Santa Ana winds, we were up on the 
high desert enjoying some highly 
competitive Rough Scrambles. Ah ha! 
What are Rough Scrambles you say. I 
could give the book definition, but it is 
worded in such a way that it really 
doesn't make sense. 

Out here in Adelanto, Rough 
Scrambles is actually high-speed 
motocross with speeds from first gear 
corners to 80 mph straightaways with 
banked sweeping turns. Rough 
Scrambles at Adelanto is unique to the 
world. It departs from the normally 
silky-smooth Scrambles track; riders 
become so fatigued that it is impossible 
to maintain a positive grasp on the 


handlebars before the five laps are 
completed.

Puch. The valve, said to add 1.8 
horsepower to the little dynamo, proved 
to be effective as Scott Smith had to 
ride harder to stay in front.

John had other problems with 
the course but managed to take third 
overall on his 400 Maico with the 500 
Experts later on in the day. 

Scott Smith won all motos easily 
after John R. was out. Bob Hosford was 
out to get Scott also, but Bob lost a 
piston in practice. His mechanic showed 
it to me later in the day. It sheared 
clean at the wrist pin leaving the dome 
in the cylinder and dropping the skirt 
into the crank case. 

Mike Myers also had problems in 
practice.

Everyone knows that 
Huskies haven't made it in scrambles for 
some time but Mike was willing to try.

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MOTOCROSS RIDER POINT 
FUNDS ESTABLISHED 


Bill Boyce, American Motorcycle 
Association Director of Professional 
Racing, has announced the 
establishment of two motocross rider 
point funds, patterned after the 
successful Championship rider fund that 
has paid as much as $28,000 annually to 
AMA Chmapionship racers. 

Similar to. the popular Championship 
point fund, the motocross point funds 
will be built on fees drawn from entries 
and post entries at international 
motocross events. There will be two 
separate funds paying bonus money to 
the top ten American riders in the 
summer Inter-AMA 250cc motocross 
series, and the top ten American riders 
in the fall Trans-AMA 500cc motocross 
series. 

Based on a graduating scale, the top 
rider will receive the lion's share of the 
fund which may amount to as much as 
$10,000 from a 12-event series. $6.00 
from each entry and $25.00 from each 
post entry will be paid into the fund. 

Boyce's development of the two new 
programs resulted from direction from 
the 1971 AMA Competition Congress, 
and is based directly on the successful 
Championship program that pays large 
bonuses to professional road racers and 
dirt track riders. 


ISDT SITE PROBLEM 

Drawing upon its great natural 
resource, the AMA has sent a letter to 
each of its 2000 chartered clubs, asking 
for their cooperation and inviting them 
to make a proposal for local promotion 
of the ISDT for 1973. 

To date sites in Ohio, Kentucky, 
Virginia, Texas, Oklahoma, Michigan, 
Massachusetts, Oregon, and Nevada are 
under consideration. The staff at the 
national office will be required to weigh 
the advantages and disadvantages in 
each proposed area, and the sole basis 
for a final decision will be the intention 
of choosing the best possible locale. 

A location for the 1973 event will be 
announced early in 1972 as the FIM is 
requiring the AMA to organize a “test 
trial” during the coming year. This 
preliminary event will be observed by 
FIM officials and will be at the location 
of the 1973 ISDT, as stipulated by the

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO, CAL., Jan. 
25, 1972 — Plans to send Southern 
California Trials riders Mark Egger and 
Rich Bledsoe to the Spanish Round of 
the World Trials Championships were 
formulated and passed this evening in a 
meeting of participating trials riders. 

The teenage competitors, Mark and 
other self-paying riders, are scheduled to 
leave for Paris, France, Feb. 18 and be 
transported by train to Tarrasa, Spain, 
for the March 5 meeting of the Spanish 
Round. The adult members of the team 
fly directly to Barcelona, Spain and will 
join the teens there. 

Fred Belair was unanimously voted to 
travel with the team to act as manager, 
chaperon, interpreter and “boss man” 
since he is a native of Spain. Questions 
as to having Belair travel to Europe with 
his expenses paid out of the funds raised 
at last December’s El Trials de Espana 
were discussed, mainly pointing out 
that, instead, a third fully sponsored 
rider should go. But, when it was 
reported that the third rider had already 
stated he thought Belair should go, the 
vote came unanimously. 

Independent entries, ^ who will 
compete under the banner of the 
Western United States Trials Team title, 
include Bill Brokaw and Glenn 
Neigenfiend of Colorado, and Jeff 
Koskie, George Smith III and Martin 
Belair of Southern California. An 
eighth, but yet still unconfirmed entry, 
is Pacific Northwest Trials Assn.

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Suzuki TM-400J Cyclone 


In 1968 U.S. Suzuki brought over a 
250cc motocrosser with a twin-cylinder 
configuration that came on like 
gangbusters and had a power band of 
500 rpm. This left the bottom end 
super-flat, but wow, what a drag racer! 
It was completely unmanageable and 
gave the rider a bow-legged stance to 
boot, thanks to the upswept expansion 
chambers on each side. Suzuki paid 
three top expert riders just to throw a 
leg over it twice a month. The riders, 
Gary Conrad, then District 37 Number 
One desert lightweight, and Preston 
Petty and Walt Axthelm, two top 
motocrossers, picked up scattered wins 
here and there but never really had great 
success. By the end of the year, the 250 
was history. It never saw production. 

In 1969 Suzuki hired Swedish 
motocrosser Olle Pettersson as rider and 
research-and-development engineer. His 
job: turn a Suzuki 250 into a 
world-championship calibre machine. 
Enter the former world champ Joel 
Robert and they win the crown in 1970. 
With that, Suzuki unveils not a 250 
production motocrosser but a 400. 

Hint of things to come? You bet. In 
1971 they add Roger DeCoster to the 
roster in the 500 class. By the end of 
the year they had two world titles and a 
second in the 250 class through Sylvain 
Geboers. Not bad. 

With three world motocross 
championships to its credit the Suzuki 
TM-400J Cyclone should be the 
ultimate in motocross iron. So we 
picked up the Cyclone in mid-December 
and subjected it to a full month of 
testing. 

Presently the 400 is being ridden 
under U.S. Suzuki sponsorship by desert 
ace Rich Thorwaldson and top ‘crosser 
John DeSoto in Southern California. We 
checked over their machines and found 
the differences between their bikes and 
the production models, tucked the 
information away in our brain, and 
headed for our first outing in the desert. 

At first sitting the bike feels tall in 
the seat. This was pointed out by 
designer Pettersson at the first unveiling 
in late ‘69. It may have been Japan’s 
belief that since we Americans are 
normally larger, we needed it higher. 
Anyway, the high seat puts your weight 
too far forward and feels very awkward. 

Starting is easy once you get the hang 
of it, and keep a fresh plug in. 
Remember, you're kicking over 396 
cubic centimeters of engine so one good 
whomp starting from the very top of 
the stroke does the trick. As a bonus, 
the kickstarter is connected to the 
primary drive so you can start it in gear, 
which will happen often since neutral is 
a bear to find. 

Stock, the 400 is too high-geared 
with a 15-tooth countershaft sprocket. 
A 13 would help immensely. As is, it 
has to be overrevved in order to pull its

own weight, a light 236 pounds. Once 
rolling, the bike will stand straight up in 
first or second gear at half throttle. We 
eventually found out that the trick to 
riding the Suzook is using the top three 
gears; it keeps the power to rear wheel 
much. more manageable. Then you have 
to remember that the r's can't drop off 
much or the motor comes to an abrupt 
halt, despite the mild 6.5:1 compression 
ratio. We'll go into the cure later. 


The front forks are excellent, offering 
seven inches of travel and superb action. 
More than once they saved an 
overly-ambitious rider from a mouthful 
of soil by always handling the job 
assigned, them. They never bottomed 
but, surprisingly, weren't too stiff, 
either. 


The rear shocks ‘were, at best, 
adequate. The springs, even at the 
softest of the five settings, always 
delivered the rider a healthy jolt to the 
spine. The buyer who doesn’t change 
these for something else had better buy 
a season ticket at the local massage 
parlor. In fact, we once substituted the 
stock shocks for a pair of road racing 
shocks we had laying around, just to see 
what would happen. Not only did the 
things smooth out back there, but more 
power was transmitted to the ground 
during heavy acceleration. 


The pointless electronic ignition, 


which Suzuki calls “PEI”, is a real plus. 
We never had to tinker with the timing 
the whole time we had the bike. All we 
did was change a plug now and then; it

always ran strong. 

The five-speed trans has a lot going 
for it except for the elusive neutral. 
Then again, this bike wasn't built for 
people who like to use neutral. With the 
short throw and evenly-spaced gears, all 
the rider has to do is think it into gear, 
clutch or no, up or down. 


The brakes will stop this flyer any 
time and right-now. 

The 1972 model features a slightly 
larger oil tank than the earlier models. It 
is à wise idea to keep your eye on the 
level as often as possible. It can be 
tricky because the tank is tapered 
downward, giving the illusion of faster 
oil consumption as you roll along. Oil 
injection is proving to be perfectly 
reliable in racing and should be the 
thing of the future. This is one area 
where road machines served as proving 
grounds for the racers, where usually 
the reverse is true. 


Overall eye appeal is great. The 
yellow and black tank, yellow plastic 
fenders, and business-like anodized 
black engine set the package off. 

A large all-enclosed air box gets the 
job done and is easy to get to. 

Flowing off of the engine is a huge 
expansion chamber made of pressed 
steel. Production-wise, it is better than 
the more common rolled-cone type. On 
our first outing a youngster strolled up 
to us and pointed at mid-point on the 
chamber. “Yup. Your’s did it. Mine did 
it, too. They all do it.” Sure enough, 
there was a little crack on the pipe just 
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below the kickstarter. Hard to tell if it 
had any effect on the performance but 
it must be annoying for anyone who 
buys a Cyclone. 

In an attempt to get 8.6 inches of 
clearance (some engineer says we must 
have 8-10 inches of clearance in order to 
sell to desert and motocross riders) the 
engine was raised in the frame; hence, 
the end of the 400's handling. Japan's 
goal was to hit you racers with a true 
motocross competition machine for 
under $1000, which they did. But here 
is the mods you are going to have to 
make in order to have a first-class racer: 

—Change the quick throttle to the 
street type. The engine just has too 
quick a response for anyone except 
top-notch experts. 

—Lower the engine in the frame two 
inches, by adding metal just below the 
steering head and at both rear cradle 
members. A lot of people have done this 
so it shouldn't be much trouble to look 
up an enthusiast who is experienced in 
this modification. You'll still have 
plenty of clearance afterward. 

—Find an enterprising pipe builder 
and put him to work. While you’re at it, 
find some way to quiet the thing down. 

—For desert, lengthen the swingarm 
1% inches. For motocross, remove the 
top rear shock mounts forward a half an 
inch. This will improve the way the 
machine tracks. 

—If you still find the TM-400J 
unmanageable, detune the engine by 
lifting a heavier crank out of its brother, 
the  TS-400] Apache. That’s the 
street/trail model. 

Better yet, have your dealer set it up 
this way before you buy. Sure, it's going 
to cost over a grand that way but so 
does every other racer in this class. 

Now you have a full-blown racer like 
the champs ride (minus the magnesium) 
at no more cost than the competition. 
You've also got 40 horses you can 
handle and an  excellently-detailed 
machine designed to win races. Buy it, 
have it changed (or save some bucks and 
do it yourself), and win,

Spark plug 
wrappins, old horse magazines, 
ripped-up riding boots, empty 
cartridge boxes and shot-up 


hubcaps were among my look. But 
the bulk of it was household junk:

target had one or several holes shot 
through it. 

Perhaps A.J. Weberman inventor 
of the science of Garbageology, 
could analyze the several tons of 
crap that was collected and tell us 
something about the people who 
dumped it there on the desert 
playground. But some graffiti 
painted on an old freezer they 
found might sum it up as well as 
Mr. Weberman can. “People,” it 
read, “‘are pigs.”

This basically means that a promoter 
may apply for a sanction for as many as 
six classes, or any combination thereof.

Sheriff ‘Drops In’ on SRA

ADELANTO, CAL., Jan. 15, 1972 — 
Midway in the morning schedule of 
races, a "What's it all about?” zoomed 
into sight over the horizon and lit in a 
clearing just behind the sign-up tables. It 
caused some quick wonderment from 
the crowd getting a headstart on the 
Super Bowl. As two of the Sheriff's 
finest climbed out of their sleek 
helicopter, more ‘“‘oh-oh’s” were heard 
at the finish line as the many spectators 
couldn’t decide where all the action was 
going to be. 

As it turned out, the sheriff had made 
a pass over the course and found a place 
where the riders were cutting it and 
hitting an unmanned road crossing. 
This, coupled with the burning desire 
for a hot cup of java, tempted them to 
stop at the pits. Many of the riders and 
their families were heard talking 
afterwards that the sheriff wasn’t such a 
bad thing after all! This after the 
deputies offered the chopper in case of 
any injuries on the course! 

Somehow with the continued 
controversy over the legal status of dirt 
bikes, many of our riders have the 
mistaken impression that the law (in all 
cases) is down on bikers. Generally, this 
couldn't be farther from the truth. They 
are uusually caught in the middle of 
having to enforce unpopular laws due to 
the fact that many of the riders insist on 
breaking them. 

The choice of either racing on 
Sunday or watching the Super-Bowl 
game was taken off the shoulders of 
SRA followers as they were given the 
opportunity to have their cake and eat 
it too by a Saturday race. 

Oddly enough, everyone who talked 
about what to do on Sunday seemed to 
be planning to attend another race of 
some description instead of going home 
for the ball game. This was made easier 
by the location of the next day’s desert 
races. One was across the highway and 
the other was 20 miles up the road. 

In the Open race the competition was 
fierce as Bob Wadlow’s CZ was seen in 
the lead at the course entrance and was 
followed in quick succession by five 
other thuderers within about ten fee of 
him. Mark Granger went by about 12th 
but seemed determined to catch up. The 
course wound over rolling sandy hills 
for about four miles before dipping into 
the Mojave River Canyon. The canyon 
entrance was the most fun riding as the 
terrain got short rollers that were going 
to send the more daring riders airborne 
more often than they might have liked. 
All survived this challenge and headed 
down a short fireroad and an exit 
canyon that was long and not too steep 
but very sandy. From there the course 
wound through “some very pretty 
country and back to the pits for nearly 
11 miles. 

The big bikes were turning laps of 
about 15 minutes when Wadlow came in 
still in the lead with Dieter Altmann on 
his Kawasaki right behind. Granger had 
moved up to fourth but was never seen 
again as his CZ parted with the chain 
and lost two links in the process. The 
race finished in that order. 

The 250 Novice race produced a 
winner in AJS-mounted Ray Estrella 
and though he has raced many of the 
SRA events in the past, I don’t 
remember him ever finishing. Somehow 
he seems to have broken or crashed. 
This time he had it all together as he 
took the lead right off the starting line 
and stayed there all the way. 

The day’s big race was in the 75cc 
beginners under 16 years old. Three 
brothers; Dale, Danny, and Dolan; 12,

normal V-2 powerplant. In this bike the 
motivating force comes from a Honda 
CB750 four-cylinder demon. 

Surprisingly enough, the 
modifications needed to create such a 
hybrid were, if not easily done, 
inexpensive at $750. (Should anyone 
wish to make such or purchase such a 
unique beast Russ Collins is usually 
available in the bike pits for questions 
and business.) 

To get down to the basic specs: The 
frame is a 1970 H-D 74 with a 1970 
CB750 Honda four. The bike has had 
some mild modification but retains 
stock bore and stroke. The 45 cubic 
inches puts out a total of 74 hp. 

The frame has only one major 
modification: the center down tube was 
cut out and relocated in a rearward 
position. The front cradle tubes were 
bent to make room for the unique 
exhaust pipes. 

The engine has been balanced and 
blue printed and the cylinder heads have 
been ported and polished. Stock Honda 
electrics were retained. 

Brakes, lights, seat and all major 
frame components are retained from the 
H-D. 

Oddly, the bike keeps the footpegs of 
the Honda and the floorboards of the 
74. 

Total weight of the bike is 710 lbs., 
but it can still manage to turn a 14.50 at 
92 mph in the quarter. Top speed of the 
Honda-Davidson is in the range of 110

Morning comes cool, crisp and quite 
early for newspaper boys. In the early 
*60's, Mark did his duty as a carrier for 
the San Mateo Times. “I used to have to 
get up early and climb on my bicycle 
and pedal up those hills to deliver my 
route. One day, this buddy with the 
route next to mine went by on this 
Mo-Ped. Well, that got me to thinking, 
“f I had one of those things, I could 
really get my work done with a lot less 
strain'" Mark paid $45 for his first 
motorcycle, an Allstate Mo-Ped. 

He reminisced about his first trials 
with this strange instrument of 
transportation. “Id never ridden a

to shift or start it except to watch what 
this guy had done and so when I 
couldn't kick start it, I pushed it down 
the hill and jammed it into gear. Boy, 
did that scare me.” 

While it took some time for Mark to 


get around to shifting due to a broken 
clutch cable, the first time proved to be 
an eye-opener. “I was going along one 
day and finally got up the nerve to try 
second gear. I moved the gear shift on 
the handlebar and got it into second and 
boy, was I flying! Like about 25 miles 
per hour, but for me that was the 
greatest. It was scary, that fast.” 

In those early days, riding in the hills 
was easy with much construction close 
by and every day brought out a little 
more until the bug of racing caught 
young Brelsford. _ 

“{ had bought a Honda 50 for $200 
and spent most of my money just 
buying parts for it up at Mission Boat & 
Cycle which was owned by Harold 
Emmick, the father of Gary and Ron, 
the racers. Well, one day I was in buying 
some stuff and the salesman got to 










Coming into the year 1972, American 
' Motorcycle Association National circuit racing has 
many heroes. One such individual is Mark 
Brelsford, 22, a factory Harley-Davidson rider who 
is starting his fourth year and is ranked seventh in 
the nation. He rides in suburban Los Altos, 
California, in a comfortably large house with 
| friend Andy Ahlgren and sometime-guest and 
` | fellow factory rider, young brother Scott. The 
| outward appearance of this young speedster is one 
| of calm brashness. The seven years of racing 
haven't shown as yet but the idea of setting 

oneself up financially is becoming more 

` prominent. While the past has had its high points, 
it hasn’t been easy or glorious but the future 
looks bright. 
In a series of seven hours of tape recordings, 
in many visits and races, the following story 
unfolds but has yet to have an ending:

He had f| 
or something on his steel shoe and 
used to light the place up with sp4 
when he would slide into the cor 
Well, I went back to school the 
week and told this to my buddies 
first thing you know, there was a b 
of us sneaking in every week to wa 
these guys do those unbelievable thi 

“I finally went with Tom Clark 
race at Woodrow Reservoir 1 
Modesto and I was. really surprised 
how little the kids were and that 
weren't real very fast.” Th 
happened fast for the young racer 
his next bike was a 160 Honda tha 
raced at Hayward Speedway. “Me 
my buddy, Vern Tranberg, sent in 
our cards and started going to the r: 
We were scared to start but beca 
had so many friends at the rac 
finally got going. I tucked in thri 
the first turn to see how everybody 
doing.and I thought they were goi 
slow that in the back turn, I wen 
pass the guy in front of me and loq 
it. Boy, did I feel bad. I was read 
quit but the next day we went 
Richmond and I won the 200 class. 
race had a bunch of Amateurs aj 
beat all but one. 

“I was so amazed when people q 
up and congratulated me and wa 
me to go to the races. What could 1 
So saving face, I went and I d

By :67, Number 31w was an Expert 
and winning races on a 175 Ossa, 
sponsored by the distributor who took 
him to Oregon and wherever the races 
were. The first big time race was the 
Salinas Rodeo grounds benefit race. It 
was the first Expert race and he won it 
even after having to wait an extra season 
to become Expert as the points were 
slower in coming than the Pony 
Express. 

"I have to give a lot of credit for 
those days to Rig Caro. He was a retired 
Navy guy who took me to all races and 
introduced me to all the guys and just 
generally got me going. We moved to 
Marin County and I got a job at Marin 
Motorsport for Sandy Greenblatt. He 
sponsored me on a 125 Bultaco for 
awhile until there wasn't enough work 
to do. I went down the street to Cycle 
Town and went to work for Bill 
Verbiscio and boy, was he a race 
enthusiast." 

Bill “Biscuits” Verbiscio would take 
the 16-year-old youth out to China 
Camp, in the short hills of San Rafael 
bordering San Francisco Bay, and they 
would practice nearly every day. “I 
would fall a lot trying to keep up 
because I only had a 125 but I wouldn't 
let Bill know that and get up as fast as I 
could so he wouldn't notice. Then, 
when we got back to the shop he would 
build me up as doing the great things. 
He was really something for my ego." 

Biscuits still remembers the early 
days well and recalled recently that 
*Mark never got big-headed about being 
a good racer and I think everybody 
remembers him for being a great kid and 
one of the best racers around." 

Back in San Mateo County the next 
year and a job with Pacifica Honda 
brought the Expert a ride on a Montesa. 
While trying to keep it up himself he 
went broke. The time for a change was 
getting more evident as the age of 18 
came and went. 








's first Ascot TT win. 








“T rode my first professional race at 
the newly reopened Vallejo Speedway 
and won the Novice class." The winning 
ways of professional competition came 
easy for the Number 163z and although 
the problems of maintaining a motor 
were great, a mark had been made on 
the soul. 

The first win was a clean sweep and 
the total prize money amounted to a 
meager $15. Mark was disillusioned and 
after only a short time was back riding 
the scrambles stuff, after all it was easier 
to get to the races and putting the bike 
back together was less money. 

"I won only two races as a Novice, 
the one at Vallejo and a half-mile at 
Castle Rock, Washington that my boss, 
Al Ludwigsen, took me to.” 

Even with that few amount of wins 
and great expense, Mark was to be an 
Amateur in his first year, although he 
had no desire to ride the big 40-inchers. 

The thing that might have changed 
his life style was the draft that was 
coming up. Mark was ready to quit 
racing and join the service. He figured 
that by spending a couple of years in 
the Army, he would get his little 
scrawny 110-pound body up to a good 
weight that could handle a big bike. But 
deep inside, Mark really wanted to be a 
racer. As things were to happen the 
selective service was to be forgotten 
when one night late Bill Jamison called 
to relate his first experience as an 
Amateur rider at Ascot and “boy, 
would it be great if ol’ Brels could come 
down and race.” The wheels started 
clicking and after a talk with Russ 
Borgman a ride was set up with Dan 
Cecil on a Triumph. 

“I qualified’ 32nd for the 100-lapper 
with Bill 33rd and I won the Semi and 
Bingo, I was in the race." He was less 
fortunate in the Main as he started in 
fourth gear and then had to pick his 
way through a tremendous crash in the 
first turn. He made it as high as sixth 
before the stator went out but the idea 
of being a professional racer was now

firmly implanted. 

For the opening night of the regular 
Ascot half-mile season, Mark showed up 
on a Sonny Kenyon BSA Gold Star. “TI 
was riding Lincoln, near Sacramento, 
one day when Sonny came up to me 
and asked me if I would ride for him. 
He offered to take me to Ascot and pay 
my expenses and all that. I just couldn’t 
refuse." 

The ‘Goldie’ was a real oldie as it 
turned out and one that had been 
well-used. Harold Kenyon, Sonny’s 
brother, had spent some time on it in 
his heyday as well as the likes of Bill 
Stockham and Leo Lochran at Belmont. 
All this led up to the fact that the bike 
had been around and was proven and 
the rider wasn’t. 

“At the opener, I was scared out of 
my pants, but luckily I wound up 
fourth. The next week I got a third and 


the fourth week, I won.” Sonny relates ` 


that he actually won the second one he 
rode but that is really inconsequential; 
the point was that Mark was a winner 
even on the old-style equipment. There 
was a lot of talk at the time that poor 
old Mark would become a has-been 
riding that old “junk”, but he proved 
otherwise. 

“The big gun in those days was 
Tommy Rockwood and we used to 
really have some duels.” While 
Rockwood was the king, Mark was the 
crown prince until the old Goldie finally 
gave up in one of the most spectacular 
crashes ever seen at Ascot. While exiting 
the first corner, after having won two in 
a row, Mark had the front wheel 
collapse on him. He held on tight as the 
bike struck the wall and before the bike 
had stopped, he was surrounded by 
friends. After a quick smoke Mark 
wanted to know if he could restart but 
the bike was destroyed from the impact. 
“That was about the last time I rode the 
Gold Star. It wasn't too long after that 
Jim Odom asked me to go back East 
with him. I couldn't believe it and I 
jumped at the chance and even forgot to 





I did it.I got it in fourth and 
rode that thing all the way around the mile wide open . 
It was the greatest feeling.

graduate from school. I still lack about 
five credits to graduate, but the thought 
of getting a chance to run the National 
circuit was too much and so I went with 
Jim and his mechanic Les Edwards. 

Mark's first National was at Louisville 
and when he couldn't get the Gold Star 
to run, he rode Jimmie's spare Triumph. 
“Jim told me that I should ride that 
thing wide open all the way around the 
track and I believed that anything he 
told me was true and so I did. I didn't 
get any practice, just the qualifying and 
I got third fastest time. At the start of 
the heat I was gone. Jim told me not to 
look around and to keep the gas wide 
open and so I did and somewhere along 
the line I hit a hole and I just couldn't 
hang on. It pitched me right over the 
handlebars and boy, did I hurt. When I 
got back to the pits, Jim was talking 
with Bugs and some other guys. Bugs 
got to me and that started me to 
thinking about myself." 

There were two weeks between flat 
tracks that gave Mark a chance to think 
about racing and so while watching the 
USA. travel by, Mark got with the racing 
scene. 

"Jimmie was traveling along with 
Dick Mann and we were all staying at 
Bart Markel's Wow, was that the 
greatest! I just couldn't believe that I 
was actually with these great racers. It 
really made .me appreciate what I was 
up against. The last race of that 
particular series, I got a second. I was 
starting to feel like I knew what was 
happening. 

“I really felt like I had a big edge on 
the other guys when we got back to the 
West Coast and the first race at Portland 
on the mile. I had learned how to slide 
on the eastern tracks and I was telling 
all the guys that I was ready. My dream 
at the time was to be able to ride a mile 
wide open for one lap like I saw George 
Roedar do at Sacramento one year. 

“I was still riding for Sonny Kenyon 
and the Gold Star was all shaped for the 
mile. I was about the first one out on 
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the track for practice and I did it: I got 
it in fourth and rode that thing all the 
way around the mile wide open. It was 
the greatest feeling and I figured that I 
really had things set up. : 
*When I got back to the pits Mert 
Lawwill came up to me and asked me if 
I would like to ride one of his Harleys. I 
said I didn't think so as I thought that 
the Gold Star was the fastest thing out 
there. That's when Sonny came in and 
kind of advised me that there was a 
better future with Mert and Dudley 
Perkins and that I should ride his KR. I 
still didn't want to desert Sonny but I 
thought I would ride it in practice. I 
took it out and it really felt slow. It 
didn't turn the r's, and so coming down 
the front chute, I turned it all the way 
on and pitched it into the corner. I 
remember that Mert told me not to turn 
the throttle back or I would push the 
front end out and was I surprise when 
that thing got into the corner so fast. I 
got back into the pits still feeling that it 
wasn't as fast as the BSA but when Mert 
showed me my times I couldn't believe 


it. 

"I rode the KR and won the whole 
ball of wax that day and Mert told me 
that I could ride it on the rest of the 
miles and that's when I got my first ride 
with Mert and Dud Perkins. 

"I rode some of the other Nationals 
that year on Les Edwards' Triumphs 
and one thing's for sure: That year I 
really learned the value of good 
mechanic and the drive it takes to get 
the machines running. Both Sonny on 
the BSAs and Les on the Triumphs 
really worked their hearts out to get 
those bikes in shape. We would change 
engines two or three times a week and 
we still always had a miss at the top, but 
Les would always say, we'd get ‘em next 
week." 

The rest of the year was a success 
although not always a winner. “Jim 
Rice and me were doing our thing then. 
Jim won the next four races after 
Portland and then I came back to win a 
couple. I won the Peoria TT and at 
Sedalia on the mile. Rice flat put it on 
me on a Gold Star. I won Santa Fe ona 
Suzuki and won Salinas and then 
Sacramento. Wow, I really wanted to do 
good there. 

"I knew that everybody would be 
watching that one and so I knew I had 
to do good to impress everybody. All 
my past sponsors and my parents were 
in the stands that day and when I won 
it, | was the happiest guy you ever saw. 
After that I couldn’t have cared less 
about any other races but when I won 
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Oklahoma City and tied Joe Leonard’s 
record, wow, was that a thriller.” 

Mark had in fact tied the record of 
one season number of wins set by Joe 
Leonard back in the late ‘50s at sevèn 
and for this deed, Mark was selected as 
the National Amateur champion and for 
1970 and was given the National 
number of 87 which he wears once 
again in ‘72. ; 

“It was back in July at San Jose that 
Dick O’Brien, H-D’s racing rep, had 
come up to me and was talking about 
the next year. He asked me if I had 
plans to become a professional racer and 
when I said “yes”, he told me to keep 
him in mind as he thought that we 
could work out a deal on racing Harleys 
through Dud Perkins. I really wanted to 
impress him after that and so that 
helped me do well throughout the rest 
of the year. 

“I went up and talked with Dud and 
Mert late that year and we got together 
and I've been with them since." Mark 
Brelsford now had a full-time job and a 
boss. 

“Starting the first year as a 
factory-sponsored rider and a National 
number didn’t make me any friends 
with some guys. Jim Rice, who should 
have gotten one, used to throw a knife 
at a picture he had of me. I was getting 
help and it was the end of the season 
before Jim started to even get a few 
parts." 

The inequities of racing are great and 
were to become quite apparent to the 
racing nature of Mark Brelsford. “I took 
my short tracker back to Daytona and 
in one of the races I hit and wall and 
broke my hand." (For those of you that 
can remember that far back, Mark was 
caught by a photographer flying over 
the wall in. one of the most spectacular 
shots ever taken.) 

"I couldn't race Daytona that year, 
but I was glad. I really didn't like road 
racing that time and while I was sitting 
in the hospital missing the race I was 
actually happy because I didn't like it." 
Mark went home and recuperated so 
well that two months later at the first 
dirt track National he got a seventh. 
“The first race was Cumberland and I 
was still sore — my wrist — but I was 
real pleased to have gotten a seventh 
cause I was travelling with Mert Lawwill 
and Jack Dunn. Jack taught me all the 
little tricks while Mert taught me 
everything.” 

Enter the team effort. 
Harley-Davidson had obviously thought 
that the tie-up of Brelsford and Lawwill 
was all right and with Mert building 
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Mark's racers, the team activity was to 
take shape in a strange fashion. 

“Mert was the thinker, boy, he taught 
me so darn much. He had me confused 
with all the frame geometry but he was 
like a school teacher and really stuck 
with me.” 

Equipment and constency are the 
two words that make a winner and for

the year 1969, those two things added 
up to a win for H-D and Mert Lawwill. 
“When Mert got Number 1, I had seen 
how he had done it. I felt so far ahead 
of everyone else. For my age group, I 
pretty well knew what it took to make 
it and that was my education. 

“I think if Dick Mann had the 
equipment, he’d wind up Number One 
every year." 

Mark's first year as a National 
number wasn't all that great but it was 
good considering he was riding Mert's 
other equipment while Mert was in a 
hot battle for first. The education of 
traveling the circuit with all the heroes 
and then riding with them and making 
the main .events made a lasting 
impression of the wisdom of keeping 
the body and the motorcycle shaped. 
While Dick Mann was still the obvious 
hero, Lawwill as the educator and Cal 
Rayborn as the road racing educator set 
Mark up for his trials and tribulations 
on the road courses. 

“I asked Cal if I could follow him 
around Laconia. I hadn’t fallen off a 
road racer and really didn't know what 
the limits were. Because he was the guy 
to beat, I thought that I could get 
something done by following his lines. I 
followed him and after a few laps he 
picked up the pace and I found that I 
could follow real easy and so at one 
point I passed him thinking he wanted 
me to. We kept up the pace for a few 
more laps and then came in. He was 
shaking his head when I came up to 
thank him, because I felt that I had 
really learned something and then Dick 
O'Brien told us that we had set the 
fastest times and that I was the fastest 
guy for that day." 

By this time the idea of team effort 
was really a part of Mark's life. He had a 
great team to work with and with his 
own natural ability, the combination 
was working quite well. “I was 
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pumped." That expression means being 
psychologically set up to go out and 
race one's heart out. 

While Fred Nix and Cal Rayborn and 
Mert Lawwill were the winners up until 
that time, the newcomer was about to 
launch his own set of records. 

"| ended up third in my first road 
race at Loudon and I really felt good. I 
won nearly $1000 and couldn't hardly 
believe it." The rest of that early part of 
the season wasn't spectacular and back 
on the West Coast, the San Jose 
National only produced a ninth while 
Jim Rice was extending his ownership 
of the San Jose half-mile. But things 
were to change. 

“I won my first National at the Ascot 
50 Lapper, but they said it was a fluke. 
I started out on the Sportster because 
Mert said it would finish although I 
wanted to ride a KR because it was 
easier to ride. He just said to stick to the 
Sportster and it would finish. Well, I 
was running about sixth until toward 
the end of the race I looked at the 
board and saw I was second to Skip Van 
Leeuwen. I pulled up on him and passed 
him going into the first corner just to 
see if I could do it and it was easy. But 
Mert had cautioned me about thinking 
on these longer races and so I thought 
that the best thing to do would be just 
to follow him and let him think that I 
was just slower than him and wait until 
the last to get by." 

The time to get by came by itself for 
the 20-year-old rookie when on lap 42 
the indomitable Skipper blew up. “I 
found myself in front and I froze; I just 
knew that I was dropping a couple of 
seconds a lap, but I really knew that I 
was in the lead. I took the checkered 
and won my first National. I put money 
in the bank and really felt great.” 

At the next National at Castle Rock, 
Mark was really charged and while 
leading the heat he bailed. On the 
second Eastern tour, he collected some 
more points/ and then broke his collar 
bone at Santa Fe. By the time he could 
ride again, it was Sears Point. “Cal led it 
until he blew, then Grant got the lead 
and he was gone. I had put back the low 
bars on the road racer and with the 
break, it hurt. In practice I made sure I 
was smooth and so in the race I was 
doing all right. I got up to second and 
was really feeling comfortable and then 
I knew I was in trouble, I nearly went to 
sleep and I couldn’t pull in the clutch 
and so I had to pull off. It turned out 
that I had pulled the collar bone out 
again." 

The very tricky Sears Point Raceway 








had left a lasting impression on the new 
H-D road racer and since then, Mark 
Brelsford has been one of the great 
American road racers as attested to by 
Cal Rayborn, Dick Mann and Mert 
Lawwill and even Kel Carruthers. 

While the regular National circuit 
wasn't all that good, the indoor winter 
series in San Francisco was the greatest. 
A National win for the rookie had made 
his name great in the San Francisco Bay 
area and when the indoor season started 
after the regular National was over Mark 
was ready. A little vacation and some 
talk with sponsor Dud Perkins and 
promoter Bob Barkhimer and another 
vista of racing was opening. Again team 
work was prevalent. Rider, sponsor, 
promoter, combining to build a sport. 
'The indoor races are now a regular part 
of the winter racing and guys like 
Brelsford helped to make it as big as the 
$14,500 purse at New York's Madison 
Square Garden. 

“I really have to give a lot of credit to 
Dud Perkins for that winter. He really 
helped me get pumped up and I won 
just about everything there was to win 
and with the help of Bob Barkhimer the 
racing was great. I was getting 
handicapped to the back row and 
winning. It was unreal. I won a couple 
of thousand that winter.” 

The start of the 1970 season at 
Houston wasn’t too spectacular and 
Mark got two ninths. “In the TT I 
crashed with Dick Mann at the start and 
remounted to finish ninth and in the 
short track I was riding the last of the 
rigids and got a ninth and a case of sore 
kidneys." : 

Daytona came up and went with heat 
problems for the new XR. “It was a 
disaster, that year. I was the only one to 
finish a road race.” It was truly a 
disaster for the team of Mert Lawwill 
and Mark Brelsford. Lawwill was 
plagued with all sorts of ills that left a 
bad taste in many H-D mouths as the 
Number One colors weren't doing a 
thing. It was sheer determination that 
brought the Lawwill/Brelsford team in 
with the numbers 6 & 7. 

"I got second behind Jim Odom in 
the short track at Houston and broke a 
motor after being second fast qualifier 
in the TT.” The year 1971 was looming 
a little brighter around the edges. Mark 
and his Sportster were really the fastest 
thing around. 

The year earlier at ^a. TT in 
Sacramento, Mark was leading rookie 
Dave Aldana by eight seconds on the 
mile-and-a-half when the gas tank came 
off in his hands. "I tried to hold the 





tank down and ride and shift and all 
that at the same time and got confused 
and dropped it." Even with the fact of a 
National TT win at Ascot under his belt 
and fast qualifier at Houston and other 
TT experience, Mark didn't feel he was 
the best in anything. It was still more 
talk about the guys he used to see in the 
old days that were the greatest. 

The winners in the early part of the 
National scene’ were Mann and 
Carruthers. Laconia, 1971. Bingo. “I 
put a brand new tire on the front and 
rear just before the Main. Cal was 
coaching me and the tire thing was a big 
part of it. I was going to use my head on 
this one. I let everybody go by and 
worked the tire in and then set the pace. 
I caught up to Buggs and Carruthers but 
decided not to pass them early because 
they would pick up the pace. I pulled 
up to Carruthers and passed him 
anyway. It was easy, and then he really 
picked up the pace and got me back. On 
the last lap we came down to the last 
turn and we were passing Don Castro 
and I got really close from that and then

when we came out of the turn passing 
another guy. He took the high groove 
and I took the low groove and I got out 
faster than he did. His high line took 
him out through some grease sweep 
stuff and I won." It was Harley's first 
win in road racing in two years. 

The rest of the year was spent in 
keeping things together with a second at 
Corona and another win at Ascot. While 
Mark doesn’t consider himself the best 
in any one thing he considers himself 
right in there with the rest. “I think I’m 
right in the top five but not number 
one. If you’re Number One and you get 
beat, you’re on a downhill run.” 

Mark learns racing every time he gets 
on the track. “You never stop learning, 
that’s the whole bag. When you start 
riding the scrambles circuit around here 
you're like running a packaged circuit of 
your own and that's where motorcycle 
racing is at." 

It is that sort of attitude that Mark 
Brelsford has had and practiced in order 
to get to where he is today and it will be 
that same attitude that may well carry 
him to a Number One plate in the AMA 
National circuit 


“Equipment and consistency are the 
two things that I’ve come to learn are 
needed to make a Number One and now 
after three years as an Expert I think 
that I have got those things going for 
me. I watched Mert win and then the 
next year wind up with troubles 
everywhere he went. The key is not to 
have the little things get you down. 
Watching Mert lose a race because of a 
throttle cable and things like that, 
watching him not be able to hold onto 
that plate, I think that I will have to 
take care of my machines and my head 
as best as possible. 

“I learned how much it meant to take 
care of the little things by being with 
Mert. The year 1971 was a downer for 
the road racers and we still had 
problems with heat on the dirt tracks. 
Like the Laconia motor. It was an old 


. racer we used on the miles. It had real 


small air cleaners on it and it wouldn't 
handle the gas flow. We didn't make any 
of the programs. It worked for that but 
it wasn't until the end of the year that 
we took off the four-inch velocity 
stacks. Then, at Nazareth, I ran out of 
gas." Mark is much more confident in 
his ability for 1972 and has his own 
special key to success. 

Considering that the BSA and 
Triumph team are down and the H-D's 
are running great, it may well be time 
for Brelsford to make his calling. With 
specialist's being what they are today, 
the all-around rider is the one to beat. 

When confronted with the question 
of who will be the men to beat for the 
Number One plate the answer comes to 
be quite lenghthy. “I think Jim. Rice 
will be a threat on anything but a road 
race. Not knowing about some of the 
other guys like Aldana and Castro 
makes it harder to say what they will be 
able to do, but there are a whole bunch 
in the hunt. 

“For those guys coming up like Dave 
Hansen, Robert E. Lee and other such 
guys, it’s going to be tough, but that’s 
the way things are in the AMA. There 
isn’t any such thing as superior dirt 
track equipment so these guys can be 
right in there. But if they don’t have a 
good road racer, they can't compete for 
the big plate. I'm going to be lucky by 
having Jim Belland fly to the races to 
help me and with Harley signing Babe 
DeMay to do the overseeing, the team 
effort looks good. The guys coming up 
are also going to be good politicians and 
salesman as the factories are going to get 
out of the actual support and the 
cigarettes and drinks people are going to 
have to help support the efforts. 









"I'm not as concerned with winning 
Nationals as I am with winning Number 
One. One race isn't the way to go. You 
got to think ahead and what's 
happening in the long run. The factory 
and the mechanic and the rider make up 
the team and they all have to be running 
right." 

The day of running 8076 for Mark 
Brelsford is done. It’s all WFO. “The 
key to running as much as we do when 
we travel so much is to be able to keep 
your head in shape when you're 
traveling down the road. I have Andy 
Ahlgren to travel with me and it really 
helps to have a buddy that can 
understand what it’s all about. When 
you have to travel 1000 miles in a day 
to make a race, you got to have 
somebody that knows how to help so 
that when you get to the race you can 
give your best effort. 

"| really don't see a happy future in 
traveling the United States racing like I 
do and even though some guys can 
make it to 35 in the game I can't think 
past 30." While many racers are burned 
out of the actual hard core racing in a 
short few years the life style of the hard 
core National racer has to be set on 
one's own basis, so if Mark Brelsford 
doesn't know when he will want to quit 
the game, then that's that and until the 
time comes he will race to the best of 
his ability. 

To end the interview Mark wanted to 
express one thing. “The key to my 
future is maybe; Number One rests with 
four guys and I think I have the best 
one going. It’s Jim Belland, my tuner, 
Dud Perkins, the man I ask for advice 
and who has really helped me all the 
way through. And my sidekick and 
traveling companion — we'll call him my 
psychologist — Andy Ahlgren. This is 
what it boils down to and that includes 
everything I have to do. The fourth is 
H-D team manager Dick O’Brien.” 

Motorcycle racing is a never-ending 
story of one race after another and to 
keep the story going, the highlights of 
Mark Brelsfords’ racing career read like 
this. “I had a two lap duel with Dick 
Mann at Richmond one day and after 
two miles he pitched a chain. I went on 
to lead it but blew an engine later, but I 
can really remember hitting those 
bumps with Dick Mann. The highlight 
of my Junior year was when I decided 
to become a racer and be with that 
scene. Winning my first National at 
Ascot was great. At the same time I had 
a lot of downers. Racing has a lot of 
both and I've had my share." 

The story isn’t over. 
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Overall winner Tom Schmidt (well, his brother Gordon helped some) heads for the pits.

"It was a nice, boring day"

BARSTOW, CAL., Jan. 29, 1972 — By 
9:30 Saturday morning there were 19 
Sportsmen and one Master entered in 
the California 400. There was an 
agreement between the officials and the 
one team in the Masters class that they 
would ride Sportsman because of the 
single entry in the Masters class. 

And true sportsmen they were, too. 
The course was laid out over 35 miles of 
Barstow county land. It consisted of 
many fast fireroads, one sandwash over 
five miles long and many wide mountain 
trails, rocky and dusty. 

The first of the 11 laps was a quiet 
but exciting one. Torry Hollis, riding a 
400 Suzuki, came in for his first pit stop 
with a three-minute lead over the 
second place team of Tom and Gordon 
Schmid on a box-stock 250 Yamaha 
MX. The third place team of Hanson 
and Mosley on a 360 Husky were only 
about 60 seconds behind the second 
place. 

The second lap was much the same 
except this time the number one Suzuki 
team came in with a six-minute lead and 
without a pipe. That is just the time it 
took them to put on a new pipe, so they 
pulled out of the pits barely ahead of 
the second place Yamaha. 

Some time during the third lap the 
Suzuki was pushed to its limit; he came 
in late and with a broken frame. 

The Schmid brothers, Tom and 


Gordon, were the only actual Expert 
riders in the race. The Husky team of 
Hanson and Mosely were Nov. and no 
match for the strong, steady pace of the 
Experts. They were finally overtaken 
right before dark by the flying 250 
from Yamaha of Goleta.

The sun went down and with it the 
temperature to about 40 degrees. The 
pit area was turned into a mass of bon 
fires. 

The riders slowed down to about 70 
minutes per lap. The leaders still had 
three laps to go — in the dark hours. 
The pack held their positions waiting 
for No. 14 to finish that 11th lap. 

Around 9 p.m. 100 freezing bodies 
were standing at the finish line. All were 
looking for that flicker of a light over a 
distant hill, 11 hours 14 minutes and 35 
seconds after 10 a.m. Tom Schmid 
rolled across the finish line. Fifteen 
minutes and 15 seconds later the 
Hanson and Mosely team came in for a 
second overall and a first in the Open 
class. Third overall was a 
Winters-Sellings Montesa team which 
went generally unnoticed all day 
because they had an uneventful ride — 
just 400 trouble-free miles. 

The crowds’ favorite team, Ashley & 
Ashley, a father-and-son team, came in 
fifth overall on a 125 Penton. 

The starting field was 20, the 
finishing was 12. That is mighty good 
odds for 400 miles. 

Rescue 3 reported nothing more than 
minor cuts and bruises. “A real nice, 
boring day." 

Pit racing was there, mostly by the 
spectators in dune buggies. None of 
them real racers, just fun riders. You 
could find them anywhere on the 
course, anytime during the race. 

Even though there were only twenty 
riders you won't find a more dedicated 
group or any more of a competitive 
spirit in any race, anywhere.

Big Baja Off-Roadie Set 


The Hotel Lucerna 250 will be the 
opening event of the 1972 Baja 
Championship and Manufacturers 
Trophy Series of five off-road races on 
April 8th. The other races of the Series 
will be listed in the Calendar section of 
this publication. 


The race will start and finish at 
kilometer post 37, 22 miles west of 
Mexicali on the Tijuana Highway. The 
southbound course follows roads made 
by woodcutters and ranchers for the 
most part. It leads along the base of the 
Sierra de Juarez mountains west of 
Laguna Salada, through Constitucion 
National Park, over the Sierra and down 
into Valle de Trinidad, 120 miles from 
the start. Check number one will be at 
about the 60 mile point with water and 
gas available. 

Valle de Trinidad will be check 
number two and the main refueling 
point. From there the route follows the 
road to San Felipe for 19 miles to Cerro 
Borego, then up a crooked sand wash 
for six miles. The course then becomes 
very rough, rocky and crooked as it 
leads over a mountain pass and down 
into the spectacular Arroyo Grande. 
Arroyo Grand is a smooth sand wash 
nearly 20 miles long and varies from 10 
to 100 feet wide with cliffs rising on 
either side to 1000 feet in places. It has 
many very sharp turns. Too bad the 


racers won’t have time to enjoy the wild 
beauty of this canyon. 

From the mouth of Arroyo Grande 
the track leads north toward the south 
end of Laguna Salada and veers left and 
rounds the tip of the Sierra de la 
Palmita range to check number three 
which will be the same as check number 
one. The homestretch retraces the 
southbound route to the finish line. 

Radio communications will be 
maintained between the start-finish line 
and the check points. Personnel rescue 
will be provided. 

The entry fee for the Hotel Lucerna 
250 will be $150 per vehicle. 
Membership in Baja Racing Association 
will be required of all contestants and 
costs 50 pesos ($4) for the year. 

Impound and inspection will be on 
Friday, April 7th at the Hotel Lucerna. 
The Off-Road Owners and Drivers 
Assn., under the direction of Butch 
Dunn has been asked to. handle 
technical inspection and rule 
interpretation. Rules, regulations, and 
car classes will generally follow those 
used by such organizations as SNORE, 
ARVARA, and the Mint. Motorcycle 
classes will be 125, 250 and Open. 

Drawing for starting positions will be 
held at the Hotel Lucerna in Mexicali at 
8 p.m. on March 11. Subsequent entries 
will be assigned positions in order of 
receipt. :

ADELANTO, CAL., Jan. 30, 1972 — 
Gene Cannady, who's beginning to rival 
Malcolm Smith as California's top 
all-around rider, scored a few more 
motorcycle decathalon points today by 
beating Number One desert racer J.N. 
Roberts at his own game. The game was 
a flat-out haulin' through the boonies 
Hare n' Hound hosted by The San 
Bernardino Valley M.C. 

Many of the contestants in today's 
bash began their weekend a different 
way this week. They aprticipated in a 
desert clean-up effort sponsored by 
SoCal, the Dirt Diggers and the Los 
Angels. The guys went out and collected 
trash and garbage in a big circle around 
Hi Vista, not far from the race site. 
They filled an enormous garbage 
disposal unite, made another gigantic 
pile nearby, and filled a 100-foot deep 
mine shaft right to the brim. And all 
agreed that they had barely made a dent 
in the messy desert. The coordinator of 
the event thought it was a big success. 
He thought we needed one of these 
about once a month for the next year or 
two. "Most of the clubs came out and 
helped," he said. “All except the 
Checkers. Be sure to mention that, will 
you? We invited them especially." I 
noted that the Shamrocks were out in 
force, seeming to outnumber the smaller 
host club. 

The next morning the  racers 
gathered. There were 972 entries. To 
give them a chance to sort themselves 
out, the club had two smoke bombs, 
one about four miles out and the other 
two miles farther on. Most of the 
Experts and Amateurs had heard about 
a super short-cut where you went way 
off to the right of the bomb and picked 
up a good fast road and beat everybody. 
So many had heard about it, in fact, 
that only a relatively few riders actually 
went by the bomb. Those few included 
Gene Cannady, J.N. Roberts, Larry 
Pfutzenreuter, Mitch Mayes...some guys 
just never seem to get in on the hot 
set-up. 

'The first check was on top of a rocky 
hill. It wasn't much of a hill, actually, 
but when 600 scared, angry, 
determined, 90%-out-of-control Novices 
hit it, it was something else. The trail up 
the middle had been scoured by the 
Expert and was about as rough as a 
bowling alley but riders were 
continually falling down on the smooth 
lane and forcing the ones behind them 
into the rough where ropes and pitons 
would have been more use than knobby 
tires. Four by four they passed, for 
what seemed like am hour but was 
probably only 15 minutes. And the 
battle moved on, leaving only a dozen 
or so Casualties littering the hill. I 
moved on too, riding the loop on my 
trials bike because my desert bike had 
suffered a slightly busted shock. 
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I found that I had already seen the 
best part of the course. From there on it 
was just open desert, fast and dusty. If I 
had been asked I would have described 
the course as flat, rather dull and 
uninteresting. But fortunately there 
were hundreds of racers out there to 
supply descriptions and they said things 
like "super!", "really fast", "a fun 
course," and so on. A stiff breeze made 
the dust problem somewhat minimal, 
which was nice because it was quite dry. 

From reports, the second half of the 
race was much like the first with 
perhaps a few more rocks and three hills 
instead of two. The course was 
supposed to consist of two 40 mile 
loops. I seriously doubt if the first loop 
was over 30 miles but no one that I 
spoke to thought the course was too 
short, so 40 it is. 

First rider to the bomb, first rider 
into the pits and first rider to finish was 
Gene Cannady. J.N. apparently got off 
to a poor start, and was rather far back 
(for him) at the bomb, but he had 
caught up and was only a minute or so 
behind at mid-point but he never 
managed to improve that. Much more of 
that stuff and J.N. will be trying to talk 
Rich Thorwaldson into coming back to 
the desert and get Gene back into 
motocross! Third place went to Howard 
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Gene Cannady doesn’t win tired. 


Utsey on a Suzie and fourth to the 
transplanted trailbiker Mitch Mayes on 
400 Husky. Two Wrights were in 5th 
and 6th. Forrest Wright was first 
Amateur in 5th overall and Jeff Wright, 
looking like a psychedelic Puch promo, 
was first Div. II Expert, on a Puch, 
natch. First Novice was David Williams. 
Other results at the bottom of the page. 

Rescue 3 was not at today’s race, 
leading to all sorts of strange rumors. In 
fact, they had just committed 
themselves to covering another event 
before this one was announced. Filling 
in was the International Radio Racing 
crew. These two: organizations are not 
functionally equivalent. Rescue 3 places 
the emphasis on medical aid for the 
injured. The IRRC is a communications 
group. Some of their members have 
First Aid Certificates, but that's not 
really their bag. They did quite a job of 
getting information about stuck riders

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from the field to theirhome base and 
received high praise from a number of 
people who received information about 
their downed riders quicker than they 
ever had before. They blew it with one 
rider, however. Chuck Shadley, a Red 
Dot, lay injured, eight miles from camp 


for over two hours after the IRRC had 
discovered him. Communications broke 
down somewhere because no one in the 
club was notified that he had been hurt. 
But on the whole they did a good job 
and it's reassuring to see another group 
doing this kind of work. It's getting to 


where they are three and four events 
every weekend in the desert and more 
than one service group is needed. Maybe 
more than two. The IRRC supports 
itself with a yearly raffle but they never 
have time to seel tickets. They rely on 
people to ask for them so do it, if you 
like to see them out there.

SOUTH GATE, CAL., Jan. 27, 1971 — 
After keeping up with Bob Sander's 
more recent riding performances on his 
Kawasaki mounts, one just could not 
overlook that he was going to do 
something spectacular pretty soon. 

When he came roaring home with five 
or six Main Event wins only a few weeks 
ago at Trojan Speedway, that seemed 
pretty spectacular enough for the 
four-time 1971 champion from 
Whittier. But Sanders was only warming 
up. Tonight he proved with a 
spectacular night’s performance that his 
previous heroics were not in the least bit 
a fluke when he became the first rider in 
the track’s history to score a clean 
sweep of all Main Event action winning 
all six features of TT and F.T. That, 
needless to say more, is an all-time 
record. 

By no means is Sanders ready to take 
on Gene Romero, Dick Mann, or the 
likes, but the crafty 17-year-old veteran 
of three full seasons has come a long way 
in the past year. 

During the heat events, Sanders beat 
out Steve Okuda (Kaw), and Tom Doty 
(Hon), in the 100 TT heat, but 
out-dueled by his top rival, Doty, in the 
125 TT heat when Doty came from 
behind to take the lead and the 
checkered flag ahead of Sanders on the

final lap. Sanders bounced right back 
and came home the winner in the 250 
TT heat which in itself should have 
given the fans a slight indication of what 
was in store. The 100 and 125 F.T. 
heats were a repeat performance by the 
same "actors", as Sanders once again 
won over Okuda and Doty after trailing 
in second, beat out Sanders in the 125 
event. In the 250 F.T. heat, it took a 
championship performance by 
defending champion, Rick Goade (Bul), 
to score ahead of Sanders, and Mark 
Revels (Bul). 

Taking starter Don Petro's starting 
wave-off, Sanders shot ahead of a fast 
field in the 100 TT Main to lead the 
10-lap feature all the way ahead of 
Okuda, Allen “Buckwheat” Swett 
(Hon), Jerry Mulkey (Hon), and Charles 
Summers (Kaw). 

The 125 TT Main was one of those 
two-rider trophy dashes as Doty chased 
Sanders in close pursuit leaving the rest 
of the field well behind. Doty, giving it 
all he had attempting to score a similar 
win over Sanders as in his heat race, fell 
short by taking second ahead of Robert 
Crecelius (Yam). 

While Sanders was busy winning the 
250 TT Main, the defending champion, 
Goade, was busy himself stealing the 
show from Sanders as he needled his 
way through traffic from seventh on the 
second lap, to take second on the eighth 
lap, and then closed the gap on Sanders 
as time and laps ran out on the 
10-lapper. John Carbone (Bul), was 
third ahead of Revels, and Mike Thomas 
(Ossa). 

It was Sanders all the way in the 100 
F.T. Main in his usual sensational 
demonstration of short-track low-flying 
leaving Doty, Okuda, Richard Kyzer 
(Yam) and Dean Meyers (Hon) to settle 
for the remaining positions as they 
crossed the finish line in this respective 
order. 

While Sanders was in the process of 
winning his fifth straight Main Event, 
Doty and Okuda made it a race for 
second in the 125 F.T. featch, with 
Doty taking advantage of Okuda’s 
drifting in the comers to take second. 
Vern Maxwell (Bul) finished fourth 
ahead of Crecelius (Yam). 

Sanders who has known 
extraordinary pressure in his brief career 
of competition, did not permit defeat in 
the final Main Event of the evening, the 
250 F.T. event, as he withstood terrific 
challenges by Goade for ten grueling 
laps while on his way to establish an 
all-time record of becoming the first 
rider to blank out the field in Main 
Event wins.

HOUSTON, TEX., Jan. 29,1972 -- Mark 
Brelsford stood outside the second turn 
and watched them line up for the 
second Expert Semi. “Look at the first 
row,” he said. “They’re all first-year 
Experts.” 

The riders who have brought the 
Houston Nationals to life in the past 
years were now lounging around the 
sporadic plumbing which constitutes the 
innards of the Astrodome. This is where 
they don’t take you on the guided 
tours. 

Don Castro sat with a small circle of 
friends and enjoyed a lively 
conversation. Don is always cherefull 
although this weekend he had no reason 
to be. He had his Montesa short-tracker 
ripped off in L.A. four days ago and was 
forced to qualify on a slam-bang job 
that could never work on such short 
notice. 

Dick Mann, dressed in street clothers, 
Mert Lawwill and Cal Rayborn were 
sprawled on a giant crate, laughing and 
carrying on. Mann had officially 
qualified 47th out of 48 starters. A lot 
of people felt he had been railroaded 
through. In his heat he jumped 
splendidly from the second row but 
ended up motoring around several laps 
dead last, due at least in part to the fact 
the BSA demanded that the Rickmans 
he and Romero ride be box stock. 

Romero and Aldana were having a 
bad weekend. Romero came down off 
the jump in bad form while qualifying 
for last night's TT and crashed in a 
violent tank-slapper. He tore some skin 
off his nose and chin and bent several 
bones to the breaking point. Moments 
afterward, Aldana got one turn farther 
on the TT course and committed what 
was to be the first of many get-offs. 
Ultimately, Aldana would crash in the 
afore-mentioned short track Expert 
Semi and take Romero with him. 

Last year’s short track winner, Jim 
Odom, was on a cane as a result of an 
accident at last week’s East Coast 
indoor fiasco. 

But the rookies were having a field 
day and Ken Roberts was leading the 
charge. He won his heat, ran off with 
the: semi, and creamed everyone who 
had made the Main. Mike Kidd, the first 
rookie in the AMA’s history that can go 
on public record as being an 
18-year-old, jumped into a similar lead 
over third-running Dave Hansen. Then 
there was Bart Markel. Bart Markel?? 
Yes, he was the one on his Harley 
putt-putt and doing well. Frenchy 
LeBlanc, another rookie, was tearing his 
hair out trying to get around him when 
Markel crashed. So much for that. 

Local Texan Robert E. Lee, a crowd 
favorite who, after running off with his 
heat no sweat, was running strong and 
should have finished somewhere in the 
winners’ circle except he seized. He was 
the first to go and gets credit for 
finishing 12th. 

Roberts, Kidd and Hansen were 
separated by heaps of mistake room by 
the time the race was halfway over...and 
that never changed. 

'Towards the back things still had yet 
to shape up. Gary Scott (a rookie) was 
having fits. His howling Kawasaki that 
set him fastest qualifying time was 
fitted with a badly-cut tire in the front 
and would not stick in the corners. He 
had the power and reliability to get him 
a fourth but he could not get any 
further with all that waggling and 
wavering. 

Eddie Mulder got a poor start and he 
and Tod Sloan spent the early part of 
the race in battle. As if riding a road 
race, Mulder relied on the attrition rate 
and studious passing to earn him fifth. 

The highlight of the evening was the 
TT Exibition Match Race. This is where 
the top four riders from the previous 
night’s TT duke it out to see who is 
"really the best." It was neat and the 
record 37,262 fans went bananas as 
Roberts, Brelsford, Hateley and Mulder 
went through turns clattering into each 
other, hit the jump three abreast, took 
turns--er, uh--battled hot and heavy for 
the lead. Hateley won and also proved 
he can do better wheelies than Roberts. 

Northern Californian Mike O’Brien 
won the Junior Main. Gary Lozano was 
able to take the lead but it was clear 
that O’Brien was not going to make the 
race an easy chore. Lozano was dogged 
for lap after lap but Mike could not find 
the right hole. So he zapped Gary on 
the straightaway. Maybe Roberts and 
Kidd had better watch out for these two 
next year.

HOUSTON, TEX., Jan. 28, 1972 — It 
was the way a race is supposed to be. 

Roxy announces Dick Mann is fast 
qualifier. Cheers: Ol’ Bugs is gonna put 
it to 'em again! But wait. Suddenly he 
announces that a new, faster time has 
been set by a local kid from the North, 
Mark Williams. Uh-oh, better watch out. 
Sure enough, Williams beats the tar out 
of everyone in his heat. Next heat, 
Mann isn't doing so well and spends the 
good deal of the race trying to get 
around Dave Hansen. By then, rookie 
Ken Roberts has run off with the whole 
affair. Should be neat to see Roberts 
and Williams go at it. 

On it goes. Lots of riders have a 
shining moment sticking their thumbs in 
their ears and waggling fingers at the 
rest of the pack. By the time the Main 
Event comes to the line and everyone 
has chosen a favorite, no one has chosen 
John Hateley. 

Hateley was the  highest-placing 
rookie last year. When a rider enters his 
second season the flash has worn off. He 
has paid his dues. He probably looks 
forward to battling obscurity for the 
upcoming season, not to mention the 
likes of Roberts, Gary Scott, and other 
wunderkind. 

When that green flag went, C-N 
photographer Don Woods looked 
straight at Hateley and Hateley looked 
straight back. *He knew he was going to 


win,” said Woods. “He had his mind 
made up.” 
John might have been a little 


surprised at first to find himself in the 
lead. You could feel that when he hit 
the jump and came down a bit shakey. 
His teammate Eddie Mulder and the 
tough kid, Kenny, were making all kinds 
of moves that would put a lesser rider 
on his head. 

The second time John hit the jump 
he had a slightly better lead and was 
able to put the Triumph over more 
delicately. The third time he soared up, 
he stood on the pegs, arched his back, 
then set it down like a feather. From 
that point no one in the world could 
have beaten John Hateley. He rode a 
sterling race with even enough class to 
pick the front wheel up all the way 
down the straight as he picked up the 
checkered flag. 

The crowd ceased to watch Hateley’s 
runaway, however, when Roberts 
started getting used to the idea he was 
riding a National. It was Kenny’s first 
National as an expert and he looked

stiff until he stalled the bike coming out 
of a sweeper. He had to bump-start the 
thing all by himselfbut only lost a mere 
four positions. Ken finally started 
running the way he did all last year: 

He passes Mann and the crowd 
cheers. He gets past Dave Hansen and 
Astrodome starts rocking. He reels in 
Brelsford and the arena starts swaying 
with disbelief. Man, he’s moving! A 
couple of more laps left and Mulder is a 
long way in front of him. Roberts starts 
hanging it out more and more. Mulder’s 
bike looks tired and so does he. Every 
time Eddie looks over his shoulder while 
exiting a turn, Kenny closes another 
bike length. 

The white flag; Kenny can do it. All 
it takes is a wheel here and a bit of gas 
there. They turn left and they turn right 
and Eddie can barely hold off the kid. 
All 27,000 lungs are bellowing; if 
someone could harness the power, he 
could light up Houston for a week. The 
final turn and Roberts pulls up beside 
Mulder--on the outside where the track 
has big holes. The dome turns into a 
thunderous roar of man and machine as 
Roberts flies past the checkered, but 
not soon enough. It was a brilliant 
attempt but Eddie was steady. It 
guaranteed that 27,000 people would be 
back next year. 

Dick Mann started the Main in fourth 
but gradually succumbed to Mark 
Brelsford. Eventually, Gary Scott 
moved up with that hot Kawasaki 350 
single. With sheer talent he passed Bugs, 
who has a way of never seeming to 
notice such things. Mann and Dave 
Hansen battled hard in an earlier heat 
and Bugs beat him decisively and they 


met again in the Main. This time, 
Hansen was the victor. 
Crowd enthusiasm is high at the 


Houston Nationals and there are always 
spectacular events to keep them coming 
back for more. Paul Bostrom became an 
instant hero when he lost a gas line and 
his motor and right leg caught fire. The 
fire was put out so fast that many 
people didn’t get a chance to see it, and 
no damage was done. 

Frank Gillespie was the victim of a 
first-lap pile-up in his heat and had to be 
taken off the track in an ambulance. It 
turned out to be in his favor as tough 
Frank made the restart and led until 
Dave Aldana crashed and called for the 
race to be halted. In the Main, he led 
Skip Van Leeuwen by a footpeg. 
Coming out of a hairpin Skip took the 
same line Frank did, only much faster. 








They both sent hay into the stands and 
were out of the race. 

The Junior Main was the perfect hors 
d'oeurve for the Expert feature. Alex 
Armstrong led from the start and his big 
Triumph gave him a comfortable lead. 
He smartly started pacing himself early 
in the race. Joe Brown, riding a new 
Yamaha 360 MX, had to scratch his way 
through a couple of other contenders 
who eventually crashed. Gary Horton 
got his picture in the two local dailies, 
thanks to his error-in-judgement.

The Weekend ‘That Kid’ Couldn’t Be Beat 


Joe Frazier says, 
"Wow! Those guys 


are crazy!”

NEW YORK, N.Y., Jan. 24, 1972 — 
After only two years, the Yamaha Silver 
Cup Race has become the premier event 
for indoor racing. With the advertised 
purse of $15,000 in mind, every racer 
that could beg, borrow or steal a bike 
made it to the sixth floor of the 
Madison Square Garden complex. 

Prior to last year’s event the New 
York press had sensed something unique 
in the first motorcycle race held in the 
big city. The resulting publicity caused a 
stomping, cheering, SRO crowd of 
17,000 to turn out. This year’s event 
was old hat to the jaded New York press 
and poor publicity resulted in 7,000 
empty seats. Although successful, the 
show didn’t have the electric excitement 
that a packed house can generate. 

Promoter Don Byrmer saw to it that 
the crowd was well entertained with 
bands, majorettes and World Boxing 
Champion Joe Frazier filling in the gaps 
between the racing. 

The AMA staged the event just like it 
was a National, holding qualifying time 
trials and limiting the field to 48 
starters. The qualifying was so 
competitive that less than half a second 
separated the field. 

Fresh from his first big win the day 
before at the Spectrum Indoor in 
Philadelphia, young-Steve Hernandez, a 
first-year Novice from Sunnyvale, Calif., 
made it two in a row by taking 
everything in sight during the evening’s 
racing. Steve, who rides an Ossa with a 
special frame built by Dick Mann (not a 
DMR) did most of his winning by 
making flawless starts. Once away in 
front of the field, he would cut every 
lap in exactly the same line, as if he 
were following a painted line. 

The rest of the field had to do the 
typical indoor thing, crashing and 
banging for position in the corners and 
hoping that when they fell, enough of 
them would go down so that they could 
get a restart. Unless you're Steve 


Hernandez, it really pays to be a bad 
guy to be successful at indoor racing. If 
you can get inside a competitor in a 
corner, you may get around him, but 
sometimes you wind up under him. 
What it usually takes to win at indoor 
racing is a lot of muscle, and enough 
brassiness to fake your competition to 
the outside in the corners. Unless you're 
Steve Hernandez. 

Watching his first race, heavyweight 
champion Joe Frazier kept saying over 
and over, ‘wow; those guys are crazy! 
Those guys are crazy; the champion had 
been brought in to present the beautiful 
Yamaha Silver Cup to the winner, but 
his presence created about as much 
excitement as that of the racers. 

Hernandez completely "zapped the 
field off the starting line" in the feature. 
The only rider that was close to him was 
Mike O’Brien, another of those 
California indoor racers. O’Brien, also 
getting a good start off the line, held 
second for the entire race. But it was a 
distant second as Hernandez was in his 
own world. 

Robert E. Lee, winner of last year’s 
Santa Fe National Championship Short 
Track, gave O’Brien a good race for 
second early in the going but finally had 
to settle for third as O’Brien pulled 
away near the end. 

Rick Hocking, California, edged into 
fourth spot ahead of Dave Aldana, who 
was riding the only four-stroke in the 
feature. Dave was using a borrowed 
Triumph 250 and while. the machine 
seemed to be a little down on 
horsepower, Aldana made up for it by 
using anything he could to get around 
the track. He was the most exciting 
rider of the night to watch as he 
bounced off walls, handlebars, wheels 
and any bodies that were sticking out 
too far in his effort to keep up with the 
faster bikes. Finishing sixth (and the 
closest Yamaha to the Silver Cup) was 
first year Expert Mike Kidd of Texas. 

Hernandez, besides his money for the 


heat wins, pocketed only $740 for his 
first place finish. If this sound a little 
small for a $15,000 purse race, it’s 
because it was only a $15,000 race if 
you were riding a Yamaha. A third of 
the purse was contingency money 
posted by the sponsor. Regardless, 
there's one very happy young.racer on 
his way back to California after doing it

PHILADELPHIA, PA., Jan. 23, 1972 — 
Bart Markel was standing in the infield 
watching practice prior to Philadelphia's 
first indoor motorcycle race. Taking 
note of the fact that about 100 of the 
150 some-odd entries were Novices, 
Markel commented, “we old guys really 
have to work to win with all of these 
kids racing now. They ride every day, 
while we usually only ride once a week. 
They're really sharp". 

Other seasoned Experts found out 
that Bart's observation was not an idle 
one as many were eliminated from the 
day's racing during the qualifying 
scratch heats which were held in lieu of 
the usual time trials. The field that 
survived the hectic qualifying was 
mostly made up of Novices, Juniors and 
first-year Experts. But as the field was 
trimmed down to the final 30 riders for 
the three semis, the experience of the 
seasoned Experts started to show, with 
only 11 Junior and Novice riders 
making the final cuts. 

The racing was typically indoor, lots 
of roller-derbying in the corners, lots of 
crashes and lots of riders finding that 
getting the jump off the starting line 
was the only way to insure a good 
finishing position. 

The only Novice to survive the wear 
and tear of the afternoon was young 
Steve Hernandez of Sunnyvale, 
California. Steve and his dad had made 
their first trip East to gain some 
experience in the big Eastern indoor 


events. He didn’t get much experience 
in how to get through traffic though, as 
in the five events in which Steve 
competed during the afternoon, he led 
every lap of every event. 

Starting with his scratch heat and 
working his way to the feature, Steve 
displayed experience that belied his 
youthful 18 years with his fantastic 
starts that always got him into the first 
corner with an uncatchable lead. 

While young Steve looked completely 
calm as he prepared for each race, his 
father was a bundle of nerves. During 
each of Steve’s races, dad went through 
a silent screen-type flicker-flick of cheer 
leader motions that had the crowd in 
such a frenzy that when Steve crossed 
the finish line to win the feature, you 
couldn't hear the sound of the racers' 
engines over the cheering of the 
exuberant crowd. 

Seven thousand spectators proved 
that indoor racing is gaining a foothold 
in the East. The feature races was about 
evenly. split, between Eastern and 
Western riders as more Eastern cities 
take to this winter sport. The northern 
Californian dominance of indoor racing 
should be somewhat equalized.

$18,000 per mile was on figure that I 
remember. : 

When you're used to seeing clubs go 
out every week and lay out 100 miles of 
trail that's at least adequate for the 500 
to 1000 motorcycles that are going to 
follow the next Sunday, and do it on a 
budget of a few hundred dollars, you 
wonder what in the. world anyone 
would do with a budget of $18,000 per 
mile. On that scale, the Pasadena M.C. 
would need $9,000,000 to put on the 
Greehorn enduro. Naturally, permanent 
trails would require more than a 
temporary race course. But not on that 
order. 

At the regional Symposium that I 


' attended we listened to a lot of people 


whose connections with trails were 
remote. That's being kind. Many of 
them were so overweight that they 
could not walk a trail let alone 
construct one. But seated at my table 
were at least five people who have laid 
out hundreds of miles of trail apiece. 
Only one, John Clauson, was on the 
program and he didn't get to speak 
because they ran out of time. 

We need trails. We've got money. 
We've got talent. We've got know how. 
Let's not dissipate our energies in these 
dumb rap sessions.
